Two City Nursing Ho mes Gear Fo r Fight Against State

Bu t spokesmen for both the O rthm an n San i­ 
tariu m an d the Alban y Av en u e Nu rsin g Home 
in sist that the state won ’t g et its own way withou t

that the state will be sacrificin g qu ality care for 
the ag ed in ex chan g e for a strict in terpretation of 
u n reason ably strin g en t safety codes. 
A spokesman at the health departm en t’s re­ 
g ion al office in W hite Plain s told the Freeman last 
week that specific charg es hav e n ot y et been 
compiled ag ain st either O rthm an n of Alban y 
Av en u e. Bu t the spokesman did say that the 


v iolation s pertain g en erally to fire safety codes: 
that n either stru ctu re is fire resistan t an d that 
certain corridors an d ex its do n ot meet the latest 
safety specification s adopted by the state. 


Bu t the major v iolation — the on e most small 
n u rsin g homes in the state hav e v irtu ally n o 
con trol ov er —■ is their failu re to meet n ew 
reg u lation s which specify that the ag ed mu st be 
hou sed in a facility of brick or con certe block 
con stru ction . Wood frame n u rsin g homes — re­ 
g ardless of their location , repu tation or safety 
featu res — hav e apparen tly seen their last day s in 
New York. 
Both O rthm an n an d Alban y Av en u e perm itted 
the Freeman to tou r their facilities last week, an d 
to in spect in div idu al rooms, corridors, fire escapes, 
ex its an d alarm equ ipm en t. Admin istrators at, 
both places m ain tain ed th at recen t state accu sa­ 


tion s hav e helped pain t a false an d damag in g 
pictu re of patien t care an d protection . 
The Alban y Av en u e Nu rsin g Home, which has 
been in ex isten ce sin ce 19 60, is a completely 
priv ate facility withou t Medicare or Medicaid 
affiliation . It has a residen t capacity of 33 an d, 
accordin g to adm in istrator Charlotte Shu ler, “a 
lon g waitin g list." 
Mrs. Shu ler poin ted ou t that all rooms an d 
corridors on both floors of the wood-frame bu ildin g 
are protected by a sprin kler sy stem; there are two 
stairway s between the first an d secon d floors; two 
fire escapes leadin g from the secon d floor to the 
g rou n d below; each secon d floor room, in addition , 
has access either to a fire escape or a larg e flat roof. 
She also display ed a fire con trol dev ice ov er the 
ov en in the kitchen of the n u rsin g home, recen tly 
in stalled at a cost of more than $1,000. She n oted 
that the home meets all state requ irem en ts for 
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portable fire ex tin g u ishers, fire drills an d fire 
train in g . An d, she poin ted ou t that the n u rsin g 
home is wired directly to the Kin g ston Fire 
Departm en t. 
The Orthm an n San itariu m is older than Alban y 
Av en u e an d, as a con sequ en ce, display s more 
open ly the v iolation s that hav e prompted the state 
to seek its closin g . Open ed in 19 26, it prov ides care 
for 43 elderly patien ts on a priv ate basis. 
Nicholas T. Scott, adm in istrator of the O r­ 
thm an n San itariu m , emphasized that his facility 
is fu lly protected in the ev en t of fire. The home 
has heat detectors in stead of a sprin kler sy stem, 
fire escapes, an u n u su ally larg e n u mber of em er­ 
g en cy ex its an d the fu ll complemen t of ex t­ 
in g u ishers. Like Alban y Av en u e, it is hooked 
directly to the fire departm en t. 
Orthm an n is actu ally three separate hou ses 
con n ected by sin g le-story corridors. Patien ts are 


hou sed on the first two floors of each of the three 
bu ildin g s. 


It is Scott’s con ten tion that, shou ld there lie a 
fire in an y of the three bu ildin g s (an d there n ev er 
has been ), on ly a relativ ely few patien ts wou ld l>e 
en dan g ered at an y on e time. An d, he said it wou ld 
take ju st a few short m in u tes to ev acu ate an y on e 
of the three bu ildin g s. 


Despite their in sisten ce that their residen ts are 
safe from fire emerg en cies, both Scott an d Mrs. 
Shu ler readily adm it to the v iolation s cited by the 
state. Bu t they seriou sly qu estion whether the 
v iolation s ju stify the ou trig ht su spen sion of ojjera- 
tion s. 


"It all boils down to the fact that we re a wood 
frame bu ildin g ,’’ said Scott, "at this poin t, that 
is all the state is con cern ed w ith." 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) — Presiden t Ford told 
the n ation he wou ld v eto a g asolin e ration in g bill 
an d reject au thority to impose wag e-price con trols. 
He was ‘‘horrified’ ov er driv in g the g ov ern men t 
an other $7 5 billion in the red. 
It was the start of a Ford blitz to sell his 
econ omic prog ram to the n ation . 
In a telev ised n ews con feren ce Tu esday , Ford 
also said the Un ited States reserv ed the rig ht to 
g o to war to prev en t econ omic “stran g u lation ” 
throu g h cu toff of its ov erseas petroleu m su pply . 
Bu t he cau tion ed this was "a hy pothetical qu es­ 
tion of the most ex treme kin d.” 
Ford u sed most of the session with reporters to 
boost his an tirecession packag e of econ omic an d 
en erg y proposals u n v eiled last week in his State 
of the Un ion messag e. 
He plan n ed a follow-u p sales pitch ton ig ht to a 
W ashin g ton meetin g of the Con feren ce Board, a 
New York based bu sin ess research g rou p. On 
Thu rsday , he meets with g ov ern ors of New En g ­ 
lan d states, the reg ion most likely to feel a pin ch 
in heatin g oil price in creases. 
Friday , Ford will take the first actu al step in his 


prog ram, on e of the few allowed withou t con ­ 
g ression al approv al. He will sig n an ex ecu tiv e 
order raisin g the tariff on imported cru de oil from 
a token 42 cen ts a barrel to $1 an d ev en tu ally $3 
a barrel. 
A n u m ber of Democrats hav e lam basted Ford’s 
plan to boost tariffs an d ex cise tax es on foreig n an d 
domestic oil as in flation ary . Gasolin e ration in g has 
been offered as an en erg v sav in g altern ativ e. 
Bu t in a prepared statem en t before takin g 
qu estion s, Ford tu rn ed thu m bs down . An effectiv e 
ration in g prog ram wou ld take fiv e to ten y ears an d 
wou ld lim it the av erag e motorist to abou t n in e 
g allon s of g asolin e a week, workin g a special 
hardship on farmers an d lon g -distan ce com ­ 
mu ters, he said. 
Later, du rin g the qu estion in g , he said that if 
Con g ress leg islates m an datory g asolin e ration in g 
he wou ld v eto it. 
The price tag of Ford's an tirecession prog ram is 
an estim ated deficit in the cu rren t fiscal y ear of 
$30 billion an d $45 billion in fiscal 19 7 6. 
Ford said he was "horrified" at those fig u res. Bu t 


he added: ‘‘I believ e that it is the rig ht medicin e 
for ou r cu rren t illn ess. An d I thin k that if we had 
n othin g , the patien t wou ld hav e been in mu ch 
worse con dition .” 
Ford’s carefu lly worded an swer to a qu estion to 
possible fu tu re U.S. military in v olv emen t in the 
Middle East en dorsed a sim ilar statem en t recen tly 
by Secretary of State Hen ry Kissin g er. 
“ ...If a cou n try is bein g stran g led,” the Presiden t 
said, “an d I u se ‘stran g led’ in the sen se of the 
hy pothetical qu estion , that in effect mean s that a 
cou n try has the rig ht to protect itself ag ain st 
death.” Bu t an embarg o similar to the on e im ­ 
posed in 197 3 by the Arab oil block wou ld n ot be 
con sidered su ch an act, he said. The Presiden t 
promised to con su lt with Con g ress before com m it­ 
tin g American troops to an y fu tu re military action . 
Ford said the m ilitary situ ation in Sou th Viet­ 
n am is g rav e an d th at the Un ited States shou ld 
in crease aid to the Saig on g ov ern men t by $300 
million 
to $1 billion in the cu rren t fiscal y ear — 
to help stav e off attacks by North Vietn amese an d 
Viet Con g forces.

n otified ev en thou g h Gold 
made a su dden appearan ce 
on the job Dec. 12.

She told police she had been 
deliv erin g dru g s — ran g in g from m ariju an a 
to am phetam in es an d barbitu rates —to NFL 
play ers across the cou n try . 
Miss Rice also said she sold dru g s to 
members of the Pan American Un iv ersity 
basketball team an d the Spirits of St. Lou is 
an d Virg in ia Squ ires pro basketball team s, 
an d that a sim ilar arran g em en t apparen tly 
had 
been 
made 
with 
baseball 
team s, 
althou g h she had n o dealin g s with baseball 
play ers. 
Miss Rice told police she was liv in g in St.

Hudson 
Kiver 
into which 
g ro u n d 
w a te rs 
flo w , 
Diachishin said. 
Barclay Heights homes will 
discharge sewage into collec­ 
tors, which will flow into a 
trunk sewer running along 
Overbaugh Lane to Route 
9W, then northward to a 


pumping station at the vil­ 
lage line, from where it will be 
pumped 
to 
the 
village’s 
about-to-be constructed 
treatment plant for disposal. 
Estimated

collection 
system is $2,388 million. Only 
the trunk sewer portion is 
eligible for 87.5 per cent state 
and federal aid ($388,000).

Rosenbaum I uesday said Miss Krupsak was “ attempting a patronage raid" 
with her reported intentions to bottxt the budget tor her office. 
I he lieutenant governor accused Rosenbaum of “ reckless charges" and 
added that his blast was "nothing more than an attempt to show his 
weakened party he still has the capacity to be irresponsible.” 
I he latest barrage of charges and counter charges stem from reports Miss 
Krupsak plans to expand the lieutenant governor's budget from approximate­ 
ly $250,(XX) a year to a $1.25 million a year operation. 
Republicans note that during the year former G O P Gov. Malcolm Wilson 
was lieutenant governor his budget never exceeded $250,000 and he frequently 
did not sj>end that much. 
Miss Krupsak, while declining to spell out exactly how much she does 
intend to seek tor the otlice, says that the combined executive chamlver 
budget for Gov, Hugh L. Carey and herself will be less than the amount spent 
by former Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
A Republican Senate source said there most likely would be resistance to 


any hugh increase in the lieutenant governor's fiscal authority if it came out 
of legislative funds. The source said there would be a modest increase allowed 
by the GOPruled Senate. 
I’he Democrat controlled Assembly could l>e 
expected to go along with that. 
In his statement, Rosenbaum urged Republican lawmakers to “ take a close 
look at her irresponsible and indefensible proposal for a full-time staff costing 
up to $1.25 million.” 
He said that would create a "personal political empire" and was a betrayal 
of her pledges to "promote economy in government.” 
I he G O P party boss said Miss Krupsak's allegations that the executive 
chamber budget would be smaller was a gimmick under which some employes 
and functions would be transferred to other units. 
In this way,” Rosenbaum said, "the governor and his lieutenant can brag 
about a lower executive budget while still taking care of their political 
minions." 


He also said Miss Kru|>snk’s proposed establishment of “ district" offices 
in Rochester, Albany and New York City was "a revival of a scheme that 
was last attempted 
under former Democrat Gov. Averell Harriman. He said 
the plan was “ transparently wasteful.” 
In her statement, Miss Krupsak said her plans were an effort "to cure the 
ills of 16 years of Republican domination of state government."

W ASHINGTON — Private polling data now flowing into 
the White House Oval Office is raising grave questions 
whether President Ford’s proposed massive income tax cut 
will actually stimulate the dangerously depressed economy 
— or simply be used to pay off old debts and replenish 
disappearing savings. 
Indeed, so worried are the President’s economic advisors 
that William Seidman, Mr. Ford’s assistant for economic 
affairs, has made arrangements to go to Swarthmore, Pa., 
to listen in on telephone interviews conducted every evening 
around the country by the Albert Sindlinger polling or­ 
ganization. 
A specialist on consumer spending habits, Sindlinger has 
been turning up alarming evidence that far more American 
households now plan to use the President's proposed 12 per 
cent income tax rebates for paying debts on past purchases 
— and for savings — than for buying new cars or other 
durables. The main reason: the record low level of consumer 
confidence in the future of America. 
Sindlinger’s findings, which are similar to pessimistic 
forecasts of other economists, mean that income tax cuts 
may not operate as a self-starter to get the economy moving. 
If true, that drastically undermines use of tax cuts to revive 
the economy with a quick fix. 
Reports from Sindlinger now under study at the White 
House show that nearly 53 per cent of 1,415 households his 
telephone interviewers sampled from Jan. 9 to 13 would 
save, not spend, any income tax windfall. Only 33.6 per cent 
say they would spend it. 
That chilling yardstick of consumer plans not to buy much 
in the worsening recession resulted from the last of a series 
of questions regularly asked by Sindlinger. These questions 
attempt to isolate what consumers plan to do — not what 
they think everybody else will do about buying consumer 
durables. 
Thus, Sindlinger’s first question sets the stage by asking: 
‘‘Do you think people in general would spend more than 
save, or save more than spend?” More than two-thirds 
responded that "people” would spend more. 


of 


But on the key question whether they themselves would 
spend or save, the findings were reversed. 
I hat imperils White House hopes for major stimulation 
of the economy: a flood of new buyers for automobiles and 
other heavy durables, such as refrigerators. Instead, most 
consumers, reacting from fear of the future and lack of 
confidence in the President’s recovery program, may stick 
their tax cuts in a sock.

I write this in an office insulated by shelves of 
thousands of books from floor to ceiling. 1 have 
been picking, culling and updating these catego­ 
rized books for 40 years. It isn’t a great library, but 
it represents the sum knowledge of man in such 
fields as biography, history, comparative religions, 
n atu re, ph ilosoph y, psychology, m edicine, 
warfare, crime, poetry, geography, politics and 
yearbooks starting with 1923. 
If I were starting over, with a young family, I 
would get the following, even if I had to do it on 
the time-payment plan: 


Holy Bible. Buy a big one with large type and 
color plates. Ask lor King Jam es (Protestant) or 
Douay (Catholic). For centuries the Old T esta­ 
ment and the New were dull reading because of 
" Thee” and "Y e” and “ Thou.” Ask for one in the 
vernacular — today’s speech. 


Encyclopaedia Britannica. New edition runs 
close to $600, but the 30 volumes represent all of 
the experiences of man from the dawn of history 
to Arab oil. Written objectively by scholars. Also * 


great reference for school children who must 
understand anything from hieroglyphics to heli­ 
copters, from arithmetic to zoology. 


Random House Dictionary. Fat book, most 
complete. One of the few which covers pronuncia­ 
tion and meaning of slang words. 


N ational Geographic A tlas. Most books of this 
type can be graded good. National Geographic is 
more complete, has a better index, and, in superb 
catography, has views of our world depicting 
clusters«»! lumpy mountains and the trenches and 
volcanos under the sea. 


The H arper Encyclopedia of Science (Harper 
& Row). Highly readable stories af all known 
sciences (with pictures) in four volumes. 


The H istory of Psychiatry. By Alexander and 
Selesnick. One volume work for the layman, which 
explains m an’s study of his mind and his interest 
in levels of thinking; the conscious and un­ 
conscious.

S T R A N G E M O D E ST Y : 
The Interior Department may 
be the only agency in W ash­ 
ington which doesn’t like to 
crow about its successes. 
For well over a year, the 
department's Fish and Wild­ 
life Service has been cracking 
down on the miscreants who 
seek pleasure or profit from 
killing, selling and trading 
endangered animals. 
Team s of special agents, 
lawyers and intelligence ex­ 
perts, some of them working 
undercover, have zeroed in on 
the traffickers in animals. 
Scores of hunters, guides and 
dealers have been arrested,

have been seized. 
Some cases have been pub­ 
licized.

May o r Francis R. Ko enig 
anno u nced o n Tu esd ay that 
he h a s a p p o in te d Jo se 
Sa nchez o f 17 West Chestnu t 
Street a s the city ’s p u rchas­ 
ing a g ent. 
Ko enig had called fo r the 
creatio n o f the p o st in 19 7 0 
and again earlier this mo nth. 
Sanchez, a fo rmer nego tiato r 
for the Civ il Serv ice Em ­ 
p lo y es Asso ciatio n (CSEA), 
was hired two weeks ago at an 
annu al salary o f $9 ,000. 
The may o r mad e the an 
no u ncem ent d u ring a lu nch­ 
eo n ad d ress to the Kingsto n 
Lio ns Clu b and tho u gh he d 
d no t id entify Sanchez by 
name, 
he d id o u tline 
his 
d u ties in so me d etail. 
Ko enig said the o bject ot 
hiring a p u rchasing agent was 
to “achiev e greater eco no my ” 
and “ tighter co ntro l” o v er a 
bu d get that will to p $8 .4 m il­ 
lio n this y ear. 


Ko enig said that Sanchez, 
after meeting in his o ffice 
with city d ep artm ent head s 
last week, is now co nd u cting 
a su rv ey o f p u rchasing p rac­ 
tices by v ario u s d ep artm ents 
with an ey e to ward co nso lid a- 
tio ng and s ta nd a rd iz ing 
p u rchasing. The may o r em ­ 
p hasized that “ther will be no 
rad ical changes at this tim e” 
in the city ’s p u rchasing p ro ­ 
ced u res. 


The criticism in the p ast o n 
hiring a p u rchasing agent was 
that his salary might no t ju s­ 
tify the anticip ated sav ings in 
mo ney . Sanchez, ho wev er, is 
emp lo y ed u nd er the co u nty ’s 
Tem p o rary Manp o wer Pro ­ 
gram, at no d irect co st to the 
city . His term of emp lo y ment 
ru ns o u t o n Ju ne 30 at which 
tim e a d ecisio n on whether to 
m aintain the p o sitio n will be 
mad e. 
The May o r, in what was his 
third ad d ress to a serv ice clu b 
in the last m o nth, sp o ke to 


abo u t 60 p erso ns fo r abo u t 15 
m inu tes 
and 
then 
field ed 
q u estio ns fro m the au d ience. 
He briefly d iscu ssed charter 
rev isio n, and gav e a lengthy 
general rev iew,-o f the Co m­ 
m u nity D ev elo p m ent Pro ­ 
gram. 
There were sev eral q u es­ 
tio ns fro m fo rmer City As­ 
sesso r 
M atthias 
G. 
Rich­ 
ard so n 
(a member o f the 
Lio ns Clu b) co ncernign as­ 
sessments. 


Richard so n asked Ko enig if 
he were aware that the chil­ 
d ren o f so me d eceased v eter­ 
ans were enjo y ing the tax 
(red u ctio n) benefits o f their 
p arents when it was no t legal 
d u e to the city ’s failu r e to 
u p d ate 
its 
reco rd s. 
Rich­ 
ard so n said he sav ed the city 
$50,000 in that area when he 
was in o ffice (abo u t fiv e y ears 
ago ). Ko enig said he’d look 
into the m atter. 
Ko enig was also aked if he 
were in fav o r o f a reassess­ 


ment o f the city . (Kingsto n 
was last reassessed in 19 56). 
Ko enig said he was o p p o sed 
to that u nless it were carried , 
o u t co u nty -wid e. 


He allo wed that the city ’s 
eq u alizatio n rate is d ro p p ing 
rap id ly (fro m 38 to 29 in the 
p ast eight y ears) becau se city 
assessments d o n’t reflect tru e 
v alu e. The resu lt is higher 
scho o l and co u nty tax es for 
city resid ents. 
He rejected criticism that, 
the city has been “slack" in 
its recreatio n p ro grams, no t­ 
ing the nu mero u s p ro jects 
carried o u t d u ting his ad m in­ 
istratio n, amo ng them tennis 
co u rts and basketball co u rts. 


He 
was 
against 
“eq u al- . 
izing” the city sames tax 
(sev en p er cent) with the 
co u nty (fiv e p er cent) su g­ 
gesting that if city m erchants 
were co m p etitiv e they wo u ld 
attract cu sto mers. 


He said that so me 7 00 new 
p arking meters installed last 
mo nth were a su ccess and 
that the city was taking in 
$1,000 a week in ex tra rev en­ 
u es. 


On the su bject o f the city 
swimming p ool at Dietz S ta­ 
d iu m Ko enig said , “ We’re 
read y to go to bid to mo rro w." 
He said the city is awaiting 
state ap p ro v al o f city p lans. 
He also ex p ressed o p tim ism 
that the co st wo u ld be within 
estim ates $208 ,000 d rawn u p 
last y ear becau se “ we u sed 
co nserv ativ e figu res.” 


He also ex p ressed o p timism 
that a new sho p p ing center 
wo u ld be bu ilt in Bro ad way * 
East this y ear. “ We feel if the 
sho p p ing center goes we can 
imp ro v e Bro ad way West and 
rev italize the who le area,” he 
said .

Hu gh 
Carey , said that Ulster Co u nty is p rimarily a ru ral co u nty 
and therefo re it is im p erativ e that the resid ents o wn and 
o p erate au to mo biles to p ro v id e transp o rtatio n to achiev e the 
necessities o f life.

The Ellenville Village Board, meeting as the village’s 
Urban Renewal Board, voted Monday night to postpone any 
action on the proposed Market Street Mall until after the 
March village, elections. 
The motion was made by Trustee Bernard Wainer, who 
felt the new village board, which could have new members, 
should be allowed to make the decision on the mall. 
The mall, part of the village’s Urban Renewal Project, has 
been the source of controversy and court battles since its 
initial proposal, and has been the cause of much board 
action in the past year, although few decisions have been 
made. 
The Urban Renewal meeting followed the regular village 
board meeting. During the regular meeting, the board: 
• Broke some new ground by authorizing the mayor to 
issue the village’s first pawnbroker’s license. Village Clerk 
Lillian Finkelstein said she had checked with other village 
licenses, and is to be issued to Aaron Jaffe, of Crown 
Jewelers. Jaffe must also post a bond. 
• Authorized Mayor Robert Dowling to sign the village- 
town fire contract. The town will pay the village $15 ,000, 
according to the one-year pact, an increase over last year's 
$12,000. 
• Named Sarah Apter, who lives on the Briggs Highway, 
the winner of a $25 bond bought by the board members for 
the contest in naming the new children’s park in the village. 
Her winning entry, “ Playland," was selected from 144 
entries from 68 people. 
• Heard Dowling proclaim today Ukrainian Independence 
Day, with the Ukrainian flag to be flown in Liberty Square 
Wednesday, Jan. 29. 
• Sent a letter to the potential developers of Mt. C athjlia, 
saying the village looked favorably on the development, and 
would investigate ways in which it could help. 
• Authorized used of the village hall by the Democrats for 
their caucus Feb. 7, and the Republicans for their caucus 
when they set a date. 
• Heard a report from Village Manager Modris Pukulis on 
the total cost of the Sandra Street drainage project— 
$10,125 .33—and directed him to take the figures to the town 
to ask them to pay more than the $1,8 6 1.30 they have paid 
to date.

Mason Establishes Priority 


ALBANY 
State Senator Edwyn E. Mason (R-48 th 
Dist.) announced today that his first order 
of legislative priority would be the abolition 
of a double standard tax treatment of 
retiree’s pensions. 
Mason and Assemblyman Clark C. Wem- 
ple (R- 107 th Dist.) in a joint statement said 
their legislative aim is to assure equal tax 
treatment of those retiring from public and 
private employment. Presently, retired state 
employes are totally exempt from all state 
income tax liability regardless of the state 
pension they receive. 
Mason pointed out that Governor Wilson, 
retiring at $5 2,000; T. Norman Hurd, former 
State Budget Director, at $35 ,000; Charles 
Palmer, former press assistant to ex-Gov- 
ernor Rockefeller at $24,000; and former 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader 
Zaretzki 
at 
$22,000 are completely exempt from the New 


York State income tax as well as many 
others. Their fellow citizens retire from the 
private sector with but a fraction of these 
amounts and must continue to pay state 
income tax. Mason noted. 
"T h is difference is arbitrary, 
uncons­ 
cionable, and totally unjustifiable by any 
rational standard," Mason said. 
He noted that before introducing this 
legislation, many people were unaware of 
this example of gross discrimination. 
"They are now," he said. "Judging by the 
mail response, they are outraged and angry 
in demanding corrective action.”

The Mason-VVemple proposals would pro­ 
vide an exemption for all retirees, with the 
income tax being imposed on all retirees, 
including those from state positions, receiv­ 
ing over $6,5 00 a year.

Montreal Deficit Could be $31.0 Million 


Q UEBEC CITY (UPI) - 
The chief organizer for the 
1976 Summer Olympics says 
despite Montreal Mayor Jean 
Drapeau’s no-cost assurances 
the Games could leave Mont­ 
real with a deficit of up to 
$310 million. 


At a hearing before a Par­ 
liamentary commission Tues­ 
day night, Roger Rousseau, 
commissioner general of the 
Olympic organizing commit­ 
tee, urged a complete reap­ 
praisal of the Olympic pro­ 


gram to reduce cost. 
He submitted estimates to 
the committee which showed 
the cost of financing the 
Games Is now estimated at 
$644 million, while revenue 
from various financing pro­ 


grams is estimated at $435 
million. 
Rousseau said these latest 
figures indicate a deficit of at 
least $209 million and the 
deficit could run as high as 
$310 million.

The Supreme Court ruled 5 to 
4 today that public high 
school students are entitled to 
present their case at an in­

The Court said nine Colum­ 
bus, Ohio Ifigh school stu­ 
dents were denied their rights 
to due process of law when 
they were suspended for up to 
10 days without a hearing 
because of their alleged role 
in widespread student unrest 
in 1971, 
Justice Byron R. White, 
writing for the majority, said 
that a 10-day supension was 
“ a serious event in the life of 
the suspended child.” 
As a result, minimum due 
process rules must be applied 
to make sure the suspension 
is warranted, White said.

will meet the court’s require­ 
ments if it tells a student why 
he may be suspended and 
gives him an opportunity to 
present his own side of the 
story. 
“ In the great majority of 
cases the disciplinarian may 
informally discuss the alleged

“ We hold only that, in 
being given an opportunity to 
explain his version of the 
facts at this discussion, the 
student first be told what he 
is accused of doing and what 
the basis of the accusation 
is.”

Despite its title and mem­ 
bership restrictions, the or­

And these 
are areas in which we believe 
we can help.” 


One of the group’s most 
important projects is the es­

phone line for the mentally or 
physically handicapped. “ Al- 


co iio lics A n o n ym o u s and 
Weight Watchers both have 
so m ething s im ila r ,” said 
Coombs, “ but when Gateway 
closes at 5 p.m., there are few 
places in this area other than 
the Kingston Halfway House 
where the handicapped can 
turn for help. There are times 
when a handicapped person 
desperately needs to talk to 
someone. And it’s important 
for them to know that there 
will always be somebody to 
talk to, especially somebody 
who understands their prob­ 
lems and fears.” 


And even more energetic 
are 
plans 
to 
establish 
a 
storefront someplace in K in g ­ 
ston, where the handicapped 
can meet, socialze and dis­ 
cuss common problems and 
anxieties. 
But 
the group is alreay 
operating on a smaller scale; 
sending cards and letters to 


handicapped who are hospi­ 
talized, and financing their 
own 
social 
hours following 
community affairs that group 
members attend. 
Coombs said that local or­ 
ganizations can help by pro­ 
viding financial assistance, a 
meeting place and transpor­ 
tation to and from events and 
activities in this area. And, 
Coombs said his organization 
is always willing to accept 


tickets to cultural or enter­ 
tainment 
activities 
in 
this 
area that handicappe d resi­ 
dents normally couldn’t af­ 
ford or wouldn't have access 
to. 
“ We re certainly willing to 
accept 
help 
from 
others,” 
said Coombs, “ but we want to 
do something for ourselves 
also.
